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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner noted that in paragraph 13 of the 
final Office Action sent out on 4/26/06 it was not clear under what statute the rejection of claims 1-15, 30-35 and 38-43 was made. In 
order to clarify the record the examiner confirms that, as indicated by applicant, the claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Paul (U.S. Patent No. 6052709) in view of Cotton (U.S. Patent No. 6330590). 

Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but not found persuasive. 

The main argument presented by applicant was directed towards the term "indeterminate". In particular, applicant suggests that Cotton 
does not disclose identifying a security condition as indeterminate. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees and points out that Cotton clearly discloses the indeterminate state wherein received. messages are 
not immediately determined to be rejected or accepted. Instead, the messages are monitored by inspecting at least one of the message 
subsequent to the message in question (col. 3 lines 46-58). Cotton clearly discloses that characteristics data retrieved from a message is 
easy to store and it is retained for further comparison (col. 3 lines 46-58). Recategorizing the security condition of the examined message 
is implicit; for example Cotton clearly discloses rejecting (deleting) unwanted messages and in order to perform any action on a file, 
including email messages, the location of a message must be known. As a result, the address of the message must be tracked, 
especially since, as Cotton implies, the process involves multiple messages.. 
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
